Policy Recently Formulated 
Will Greatly Aid Industry 


Involving the appointment of a 
committee of three, and federal ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000, a national 
livestock policy has been formulated 
by the Canadian livestock co-opera- 
tive organizations, following the re- 
cent all-Canada agricultural confer- 
ence in Ottawa, it was announced by 
W. D. Mackay, president of the Cana- 
dian Livestock Co-Operative. 

It is proposed that the committee 
of three, comprising a representative 
of the livestock co-operatives, aj} 
representative of the federal de- 
partment of agriculture and a third | 
to be chosen by these two, have the 
direction of the national policy, 
which will involve the contsruction 
of two demonstration abattoirs, one 


in eastern Canada and one in the 
west. 

Location of the western plant has 
not been decided yet, but there is 
some possibility it may be built in 
Regina. 

The purpose of the policy is to 
enable producers to secure informa- 
tion in regard to processing, distri- 
bution and marketing, as well as 
production, so that not only will; 
costs of processing be determined, 
established 
on a proper basis for both live ani- 
mals and meat products. ‘It is the 
intention,” said Mr. Mackay ‘to 
cover all phases of the industry 
from producer to consumer. There

animal and the fin'shed products, to 
determine the possibilities of ex- 
tending the range of variety 
duets and to ascertain the extent to 
which diseased animals should be a 
charge on livestock production. 

“These demonstration abattoirs 
would be an invaluable aid to the 
incustry in solving problems which 
wil doubtless arise as the industry 
Cevelops. tightly or wrongly, the 
majority of producers today believe 
they are paying unnecessary charges 
for a huge surplus of equipment, 
for excessive equipment 
not being used to capacity and for 
out-of-date equ pment.

Early in the day, on farms large! 
!ies plans to send an expedition north- 


and small, the inventor and manu- 
facturer largely repeated their tri- 
umphs in factories and mills. Their 
reaper had started a revolution on 
the land before the Civil War. But 
that crude device, which merely 
cut the grain and left it unbound 
in piles, was superseded by the 
automatic self-binder, and later, in 
the Far West, by a machine that 
cut, threshed and bagged wheat 
ready for the market all in a single 
operation. 

In 1870 the chilled steel plow, 
light and durable, was available at 
a low cost to farmers long accus- 
tomed to the heavy, back-breaking 
implement of ancient 
Swift in succession came mechani- 
cal corn planters and wheat drills 
that drove from the fields the men 
who dropped or sowed grain by 
hand. Corn huskers, shellers, rid- 
ing plows, hay loaders, potato dig- 
gers, tractors, gas engines and 
other prime inventions made a 
change in the cultivation of the 
soil scarcely profound than 
that wrought by the spinning jenny, 
the loom, and the blast furnace in 
the methods of manufacture. 

The man or woman with 
bowed by the weight of centuries, 
now mounted a tractor and drove 
a furrow with the knack of a 
motorist. If, unlike the industrial 
operative, the farmer worked alone 
in the open country, still the auto- 
moble, rural postal service, telephone, 
and radio now gave him quick com-

Prospects of developing an exten- 
Sive fishing industry in Hudson Bay 
James Bay are scented by the 
Government. Some time 
this year the Department of Fisher- 


ward to find out just what fish, if 
any, there are in the great northern 
inland sea. 

The completion of the Hudson Bay 
Railway to Churchill and the an- 
nouncement of plans to push the 
Temiskaming and Northern Ontario 
Railway northward to James Bay 
make an investigation of the fish re- 
sources of the area important. Hith- 
erto there has been no means of get- 
ting fish out and consequently no at- 
tempt at @ommercial fishing. Rail 
communications, however, will bring 
the Bay close to the great inlard fish 
markets of the continent and provide 
for prompt delivery of fish to south- 
ern Ontario, the prairie provinces and 
the central states. 

The expedition will be composed of 
practical fishermen accompanied by a 
scientist. They will sail northward 
in a regular fishing ship, possibly a 
trawler or perhaps a schooner. Ow- 
ing to the tremendous area of water 
to be investigated it 
pedition will least two 
years to complete its work.

The fish explorers, as they may be 
called, will sail about the bay drop- 
ping anchor here and there and catch- 
ing whatever fish are available. They 
will note the varieties 
of fish and the quantities in which 
they are found, also the condition 
under which fishing operations would 


observe and 


have to be carried on and the type 
of boats required for successful com- 
mercial operations. 

Although men have sailed over and 
lived around the bay for centuries 
there is no accurate knowledge of 
the fish to be found there. It is 
known that fish are plentiful in riv- 
ers emptying into the bay but no 
one knows whether they exist in the 
bay itself. The only fishing ever done 
in the area has been on the small 
scale demanded by immediate local 
consumption.

But they will also determine 
in advance the regulations which 
should apply to any commercial fish- 
ing which might develop there and 
will avoid the difficulty of imposing 
regulations on fishermen who have 
already established their business.

AIR MAIL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPING SLOWLY 


Air mail carried during the first 
quarter of the year, ending March 31, 
amounted to 144,896 pounds, as com- 
pared with 145,375 pounds for the 
corresponding period of last year. 

A large increase in poundage is 
expected for the second quarter as 
the prairie air mail service was only 
inaugurated in March, 

During the first three months of 
this year 958 scheduled trips were 
completed along with 101 special trips 
in the Mackenzie River district, There 
were, in all, 1,231 scheduled trips, of 
which 148 were partially completed, 
and 125 cancelled because of weather 
conditions, 

The system of estimating air mail 
is different in Canada from the United 
States. Air mail in Canada may be 
carried a part of the way across the 
continent, then shipped another sec- 
tion by rail before it is again picked 
up by the planes. The flights are 
considered as one, while the 
United States the poundage is cun- 
sidered twice in such cases.

SPEECHES OF POLITICAL 
LEADERS 


Radio will provide the most radical 
departure in campaigning in the ap- 
proaching federal election, 

Over 2,000,000 people stretching 
from the international boundary line 
to the frozen northern wastes will be 
able, when the campaign is actively 
on, to tune in nightly on one or an- 
other of the prominent figures‘ in 
either of the old parties, to hear at 
first hand a much more complete pres- 
entation of the issues than it is pos- 
sible to gather from necessarily coh- 
densed reports. 

There will be national hook-ups for 
both the Premier and Mr. Bennett, 
and there will be provincial hook-ups 
for them and their chief lieutenants.

the best informed electorate in the 
history of Canada will go to the polls 
on election day. 

In connection with radio broadcast- 
ing satisfaction is* expressed in 
Ottawa that the proposed nationaliz- 
ation of broadcasting did not eventu- 
ate on the eve of an election, It 
would inevitably have been associated 
with charges of partisanship in allot- 
ment of time, not only in national 
hook-ups, but in the provinces as well.

By Sir John A, MaceDenald 

The first public document signed 

by Sir John A. MacDonald has been 

added to the voluminous collection of 

his papers gathered together by Dr. 


A. G. Doughty, curator of the Do- 
minion archives. It is an affidavit 
signed by Sir John on October 6, 
1834, upon his appointment as a poll 
clerk in the Upper Canada election 
in Prince Edward county Hie wa 
19 years old at the time 

With the receipt of this letter, the 
Dominion archives now houses most 
of the important letters written by 
the first premier of Canada. Among 
the papers is the first draft of the 
British North America Act, in Sir
